Fez for India. 

Indian Mussulmans, of whom there 
are from 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 of the 
queen’s subjects ‘in India, are said to 
be gradually changing their head dress 
for the genuine Turkish fez, so-called. 
from Fez, the chief town of Morocco, 
where they were first manufactured. 
The sultan’s factory at Constantinople, 
where this brimless, close-fitting and 
silk-tasseled red cap is made for the 
followers of the prophet in the east, 
is now turning out the fez to the num- 
ber of 4,000 a day, and the orders from 
India are increasing. If the rate of 
production is not heightened, it will 
take many a year before every Mussul- 
man in the British possessions re- 
ceives hig fez. The Turks, meanwhile, 
see in this peaceful occupation of the 
Hindu head a sort of revenge against 
the English for the loss of Crete.

AN APOLOGY 


Demanded From German

AUCKLAND, N. Z., Feb. 1.—The 
following advices have just been re- 
eeived here from Apia, Samoan island, 
under date of Jan. 24, from: the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press: 
“Tere has been no further general 
fighting between the partisans of the 
rival chieftains since the last advices 
were forwarded, except that a party 
of Mantaaf’s followers were routed in 
the bush by Malietoans. It is expected, 
however, that more fighting will oc- 
cur as Mataafa is arresting persons 
who ‘have ‘been already fined and re- 
leased. 

The work of pillage continues, among 
the houses looted being Vailima, the 
home of the late Robert Louis Steven- 
son. The Malietoan chiefs were landed 
at Pago Pago on the island of Tuitula, 
the schooner on which they were being 
unabled to proceed owing cto adverse 
winds. The Tutulans gave them a 
hearty welcome and made an attempt 
to seize Mataafa’s son, who was on 
board the schooner, but the captain 
put to sea.

‘Your administration,’ I 
said, ‘has fought a brief and success- 
ful war, but your troubles have only 
just begun. The result of the late war 
issues growing out of it will, in my 
judgment, swamp both you and your 
administration.

You are not responsi- 
ble. You are simply a victim of cir- 
cumstances of fate. I do not believe 
that either of us or, in fact, anyone 
alive today will live to see an adminis- 
tration succeed itself in office. Public 
sentiment in this country changes too 
rapidly. What the public wants today 
and gets it is certain not to want to- 
morrow.’ What did the president say? 
Well, he told me that he didn’t agree 
with me, but that he would always be 
glad to see me at the white house 
whenever I felt inclined to call. I re- 
minded Mr. McKinley that Polk had

This in 
her case had produced the anemia that 
was the direct cause of the disorder of 
the heart for which she had. lately 
been treated.

dangerous, and any sort of dieting 
should only be undertaken with med- 
ical supervision, not in the first place, 
but throughout its course.

She had passed her bloom. ‘Tradition 
says that Elizabeth, for many years 
before her death, refused to look in a 
mirror, but she had the responsibili- 
ties of a queen regent, and could not 
seclude herself as she aged from the 
eyes of her courtiers as the modern 
monarch did.

One is accustomed to wonder at the 
sagacity of certain ants which keep 
aphides in captivity as cows to extract 
nectar for them from the plants on 
which they live.

-spiders are ranged in dozens above a 


reel, and as fast as they spin, the reel 
takes up the thread.

Tne Empress of Austria Kept Only 
Youthful Portraits. 

Since the death of Empress Eliza- 
beth of Austria many stories. have 
been told of her eccentric tastes and 
deeds. Like the great Elizabeth of 
England, she was sensitive about her 
personal appearance, and regretted 
the ravages of time to. more than the 
ordinary degrees. Her passion for vio- 
lent riding and long, very quick walks 
was connected with her great dread 
of becoming stout. .She had brought 
on her recent ill health by the rigidity 
With which she dieted herself in order 
to avoid adding to her weight.  Al- 
though she was rather tall, she made 
a point of weighing less than seven 
stone, and would practically starve 
herself for some time if she turned: 
the scale of the weighing machine, 
that always stood in her bedroom, at 
anything beyond that figure. This in 
her case had produced the anemia that 
was the direct cause of the disorder of 
the heart for which she had- lately 
been treated. The warning should be 
taken to heart; while exercise and ju- 
dicious care in diet can do a great 
deal toward keeping down superfluous. 
flesh, the starving treatment is very 
dangerous, and any sort of dieting 
should only be undertaken with med- 
ical supervision, not in the first place, 
but throughout its course. The unfor- 
tunate empress, like Queen Elizabeth.

Trained Spiders. 

One is accustomed to wonder at the 
sagacity of certain ants which keep 
aphides in captivity as cows to extract 
nectar for them from the plants on 


which they live. It is hardly less in- 
genious, however, to train spiders to 
act as silkworms, as a French mis- 
sionary near Paris has done, The 
-spiders are ranged in dozens above a 
reel, and as fast as they spin, the reel 
takes up the thread. Each spider is 
released when he has spun some thirty 
of forty yards of thread, which consti- 
tutes a hard day’s work. The threads 
are then washed and woven together in 
a strand of eight which is stronger 
and lighter than silk of the same 
thickness.

Edward Ascher Says Spirit 
Mediums Are Such. 


The Man Who Will be Tried For the 
Murder of Valmore C. Nichols Says 
if He Gets Out He Will Make a Liv- 
ing at Something Else. 


Edward Ascher, the “Spiritualist me- 
dium,” awaiting his second triai on the 
charge of murdering Valmore Nichols, 
of Pittsfield, decided yesterday to pub- 
licly repudiate Spiritualism. 

The noted~prisoner has never con- 
fessed a belief in that religion, and he 
Says that it seems rather odd for a 
person to state publicly that he has 
decided to disbelieve something he nev- 
er believed, but as it will prove some- 
thing of a novelty, and as some peo- 
ple believe he believes in Spiritualism, 
he is satisfied to let it go for what it is 
worth. 


“In the first place,’ said the dark, 
handsome fellow, as he leaned against 
the bars of his cell, ‘‘all so-called Spir- 
itualist mediums are ‘fakes,’ pure and 
Simple. Not one of them in this wide, 
wide world ever received a communica- 
tion from the other world. Some of 
them who are sincere in the belief, and 
who are not out after the coin, may 
imagine that they hear spirit voices, 


and all that sort of thing, but the fact is. 


that some portion of their brain has: be- 
come diseased from constant thinking 
on this subject. They are more to be 
pitied than censured. 

“All mediums, however, who give 
sittings and all fortune tellers, :inost of 
Whom prey on women, are charlatans 
and frauds. 

“Those fellows are not what would be 
calied sharp or ‘smooth.’ They are 
simply possessed of ‘gall.’ Nerve is all 
that a medium requires. The ‘business’ 
is easy to learn. Seances where trum- 
pets are bown and guitars twanged are 
the biggest ‘sells’ ever: perpetrated on a 
Sane person. The medium blows the 
trumpet or twangs the guitar, and he 
generally has an outsider to help him 
along in the work. 

“As a rule, ‘mediums’ are unsecrupu- 
lous fellows, with no honor among 
themselves. They are mean enough to 
prey on women. 

“I was disgusted with them long be- 
fore I quit. I would not have gone into 
the business in this town, but 1 had xo 
money and was waiting from day to day 
for something to turn up so that I could 
make a living at something else. You 
can bet that when I get out I’ll not go 
into it again. 

As he said this his eyes sparkled, as 
if the anticipation of getting out of jail 
pleased him. He returned again to the 
Subject and paid his compliments to At- 
torney Grece, the Spiritualist, who was 
a witness against him on his first trial. 
= In speaking further about the last 
trial, he said that his egotism regarding 
his knowledge of human nature receiv- 
ed a severe shock when he learned that 
Ed Warren, one of the jurors whom he 
banked on to vote for acquittal, was one 
of the first men to vote the other way. 
He said that he asked his attorney to 
let Warren stay, and that Robison did 
So with some misgiving as to the wis- 
dom of it.

Railway Co. ‘Answers City’s 
Bill of Complaint 


And Gives Several Reasons why an 
Injunction &houid Not be Issued to 
Limit its Speed to Eight Miles an 
Hour. | 


In the suit of the City of Ann Arbor 
vs. the Detroit, Ypsilanti & Ann Arbor 
Railway the issue has been joined. The 
city brings suit to compel the street rail- 
way to limit its rate of speed to eight 
miles an hour, according to the ord- 
nance of the city. 

The bill of complaint sets forth pār- 
ticularly that the cars are operated cn 
Packard st. frequently and almost with- 
out exception at a rate of speed often 
exceeding fifteen miles an hour. The 
answer to the bill of complaint says 
that when the Ann Arbor & Ypsilanti 
Electric Railway Company and the 
Ann Arbor Street Railway Company 
(the predecessors to the present com- 
pany, which absorbed all their rights) 
were the owners of rights and privileges 
along the streets and while each was 
operating its railway in Ann Arbor, the 
provision in the ordinance limiting the 
speed to eight miles an hour was con- 
tiruously disregarded for more than 
ten years, but, nevertheless, neither the 
city nor any resident thereof ever took 
any steps to enforce the provision in 
any manner. Therefore, for a period of 
ten years, the city has permitted the 
railway and its predecessors to run ears 
at a speed exceeding eight miles an 
hour, so that by such conduct the city 
is estopped from enforcing said pro- 
vision, and the provision is now obsolete 
and of no binding force. Further, that 
it is not possible to give a first-class ser- 
vice such as the citizens of Ann Arbor 
require unless the cars are operated at 
a greater speed than eight miles an 
hour. 

The bill of complaint says that the 
operation of the cars at a speed greater 
tnan eight miles an hour is a menace 
to lives, limbs and property, and con- 
Stitutes a public nuisance. This the an- 
Swer denies and says that instead of be- 
ing a public nuisance it constitutes a 
benefit to the citizens in affording rapid 
transportation, and that a rate of speed 
up to twenty miles an hour is not dan- 
gerous and no injury can result unless 
by the carelessness and negligence of 
the persons suffering the injury. Fur- 
ther, that when the cars are being oper- 
ated fast citizens exercise more care 
and consequently there is no more dan- 
ger than if the cars were run at eight 
miles an hour. Further; that the large 
cars running on Packard st. are pro- 
Vided with air brakes and are more in 
control than other cars running at eight 
miles an hour. The answer then re- 
cites the fact that in Detroit, which has 


“a population twenty times the popula- 


tion of Ann Arbor, the cars are operated 
at 20 miles an hour and more frequently 
than in Ann Arbor and is not considered 
a public nuisance but a public benefit, 
and cars run in Ann Arbor at that rate 
are less dangerous than in Detroit. The 
railroad company also thinks that the 
great body of citizens do not wish the 
limit of its maximum speed put at eight 
miles an hour. 

The bill of complaint says that there 
is no remedy at law, and that unless 
the company is restrained by injunction 
the railroad company through its em- 
ployees will inflict serious and irrepar- 
able injury or death upon some of the 
citizens of Ann Arbor. The answer to 
the bill says that the city has an ade- 
quate remedy at law for whatever 
grievance it may have, and the contin- 
gencies mentioned in the bill are wholly 
Spectacular, remote and unlikely to oc- 
cur. . 

Then the answer sums it all up py 
saying that the city has no right to an 
injunction for the reason that for ten 
years it has given its silent assent to 
running the cars at a greater speed 
than eight miles an hour; that no injury 
to citizens is likely to occur unless 
through their own negligence; that no 
injuries have yet occurred through run- 
ning the cars faster than the ordinance 
prescribes, and are consequently not 
likely to occur; that rapid transit is a 
benefit and a thing to be desired by the 
citizens of Ann Arbor, because in forc- 
ing the company to make slower time 
it will give poorer service and thus di- 
minish its business and will cause great- 
er injury to the railroad company than 
benefits to the city; because there is no 
adequate remedy by common law and 
Statutes; because the city is estopped by 
its conduct and non-action.

$50 OR 90 DAYS IN JAIL. 


William Mulholtand Found Guilty of 
Assaulting His Wife. 

The Mulholland assault and battery 
case came up for trial in Justice Duffy’s 
court this afternoon. The complainant 
was Mrs. Wm. Mulhollond, who swore 
out a warrant for her husband for an 
alleged assault committed last Christ- 
mas day. Mrs. Mulholland told a story 
of great abuse that she had suffered, 
and displayed to the court a spot on her 
head where somé hair had been torn out 
by the roots. She said her husband 
Knocked her down and was the aggres- 
sor in their troubles. Mr. Mulholland 
went on the stand and told an entirely 
different story. He said that he was 
the abused party and that theh air was 
torn out while he was pushing her away 
from him. Mrs. Mulholland shed copious 
tears throughout the trial. It was very 
evident that he couple are not, nor have 
they been, enjoying an enviable mar- 
ried life. Justice Duffy evidently be- 
lieved the story of the complaining wit- 
ness, as he found the defendant guilty. 

He said that the extreme penalty was 
$200 fine or one year in jail, but that he 
thought there might be some mitigating 
circumstances. “I have no use for a 
man who will raise his hand to sirike a 
woman,” said Justice Duffy, ‘‘no mat- 
ter what the provocation is, and the 
sentence is that you pay a fine of $50 
and costs or 90 days in jail.” 

Mulholland gave notice of appeal to 
the circuit court.

He is particularly famous for his nom- 
ination of Cleveland in Chicago and his 
Madison Square Garden speech in 1896.

SONG CANARIES OF GERMANY. 


Their Home Is in an Entirely Isolated 
Chain of Mountains. 

The home of these birds, the Harz, 
an entirely isolated chain of moun- 
tains rising out of the plain between 
the rivers Leine and Saale, is the 
most northern elevation of importance 
in Germany and lies partly in Prus- 
Sia, partly in Anhalt and Brunswick. 
The best song canaries are reared here 
at the present time, chiefly in Andreas- 
berg, a town also celebrated for its 
Silver mines. In every house and cot- 
tage of the place you see canaries, 
and on a fine summer’s day, when 
walking by, their song greets you 
from every open door and window. 
Whereas with the other races of ca- 
naries color, markings, shape and size 
are important points, with this breed 
there is but one—their song. The birds 
are usually of middle size and strongly 
built; the head is larger, the legs 
shorter and the neck not so long as in 
the legs slant 
backward a little and the bird does 
not stand as upright as the others. The 
breast ought to be broad and strong, 
the eyes large and lively; the feathers 
must lie smooth and the bird ought 
to execute all its movements with a 
-of coquetry. The colors vary 
from straw to golden yellow, some 
with green markings, but deeper 
shades of yellow are not to be found 
among them. If we say that these 
birds have to take the second place 
in outward beauty of form and color, 
we certainly must give them the first 
of all in point of song. Their entire 
value lies in this. With the utmost 
care and science their voice has been 
cultivated for years, and splendid re- 
sults have been obtained. The song of 
a really first-class Harz bird is a mar- 
vel of beauty for those who under- 
stand it, but it needs much practice

Whatever 
schemes that should be adopted to 
reform, you may always propose as 
you like and I must try to follow your 
advice. Whenever I am in fault you 
may dictate to me personally and I

Tung himself suffered death for the 
cause. of reform at the hands of the 
empress, but before dying he is stated 
to have conveyed the following mes- 
sage to his leader, Kang Yu-Wei, writ- 
ten with his blood on a strip of rag: 
“Those who have lately been admitted 
to specially private audiences are only 
six in number. We, four of them, 
must receive the fatal strokes; those 
who, while desiring to go forward, are 
yet hanging back, are not worthy of 
Serious consideration; while he who 
has only one hair remaining, by which 
he bravely wishes to hold a burden of 
30,000 catties,’ is only you, master.

In about two years the United States 
navy will be the fourth largest in the 
world, being surpassed only by those 
of Great Britain, France, and Russia. 
Within the next thirty months the 
United States navy will be greatly 
Strengthened by the addition of eight 
battle-ships, four monitors! twenty-six 
torpedo-boats, sixteen  torpedo-boat 
destroyers, and one submarine torpe- 
do-boat. This will give a numerical 
increase of twelve armored ships and 
thirty-three torpedo-boat destroyers,

The daily expenditure 
needed for a conflict in which the five 
continental great powers were en- 
gaged would amount to £4,195,600. Over 
and above this sum it would be neces- 
Sary to expend on the families. of s01- 
diers about £198,000.

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The Man Who Will be Tried For the 
Murder of Valmore C. Nichols Says 
if He Gets Out He Will Make a Liv- 
ing at Something Else. 


Edward Ascher, the “Spiritualist me- 
dium,” awaiting his second trial on the 
charge of murdering Valmore Nichols, 
of Pittsfield, decided yesterday to pub- 
licly repudiate Spiritualism. 

The noted~prisoner has never con- 
fessed a belief in that religion, and he 
says that it seems rather odd for a 
person to state publicly that he has 
decided to disbelieve something he nev- 
er believed, but as it will prove some- 
thing of a novelty, and as some peo- 
ple believe he believes in Spiritualism, 
he is satisfied to let it go for what it is 
worth. 

“In the first place,” said the dark, 
handsome fellow, as he leaned against 
the bars of his cell, ‘‘all so-called Spir- 
itualist mediums are ‘fakes,’ pure and 
simple. Not one of them in this wide, 
wide world ever received a communica- 
tion from the other world. Some of 
them who are sincere in the belief, and 
who are not out after the coin, may 
imagine that they hear spirit voices, 
and all that sort of thing, but the fact is 
that some portion of their brain has: be- 
come diseased from constant thinking 
on this subject. They are more to be 
pitied than censured. 

“All mediums, however, who give 
sittings and all fortune tellers, inost of 
whom prey on women, are charlatans 
and frauds. : 

“Those fellows are not what would be 
calied sharp or ‘smooth.’ They are 
simply possessed of ‘gall.’ Nerve is all 
that a medium requires. The ‘business’ 
is easy to learn. Seances where trum- 
pets are bown and guitars twanged are 
the biggest ‘sells’ ever: perpetrated on a 
Sane person. The medium blows the 
trumpet or twangs the guitar, and he 
generally has an outsider to help him 
along in the work. 

“As a rule, ‘mediums’ are unscrupu- 
lous fellows, with no honor among 
themselves. They are mean enough to 
prey on women. 

“I was disgusted with them long be- 
fore I quit. I would not have gone into 
the business in this town, but 1 had no 
money and was waiting from day to day 
for something to turn up so that I could 
make a living at something else. You 
can bet that when I get out I’ll not go 
into it again. 

As he said this his eyes sparkled, as 
if the anticipation of getting out of sail 
pleased him. He returned again’ to the 
subject and paid his compliments to At- 
torney Grece, the Spiritualist, who was 
a witness against him on his first trial. 

In speaking further about the last 
trial, he said that his egotism regarding 
his knowledge of human nature receiv- 
ed a severe shock when he learned that 
Ed Warren, one of the jurors whom he 
banked on to vote for acquittal, was one 
of the first men to vote the other way. 
tie said that he asked his attorney to 
let Warren stay, and that Robison did 
S0 with some -misgiving as to the wis- 
dom of it. 

In conclusion he said: 

“That’s the last time I’ll try to pick 
winners in that kind of a game. Jere- 
aiter I’ll leave it to those whose busi- 
ness it is to study form.”

operating its railway in Ann Arbor, the 
provision in the ordinance limiting the 
speed to eight miles an hour was con- 
tinuously disregarded for more than 
ten years, but, nevertheless, neither the 
city nor any resident thereof ever took 
any steps to enforce the provision in 
any manner. Therefore, for a period of 
ten years, the city has permitted the 
railway and its predecessors to run ears 
at a speed exceeding eight miles an 
hour, so that by such conduct the city 
is estopped from enforcing said pro- 
vision, and the provision is now obsolete 
and of no binding force. Further, that 
it is not possible to give a first-class ser- 
vice such as the citizens of Ann Arbor 
require unless the cars are operated at 
a greater speed than eight miles an 
hour. 

The bill of complaint says that the 
operation of the cars at a speed greater 
tnan eight miles an hour is a menace 
to lives, limibs and property, and con- 
stitutes a public nuisance. This the an- 
Swer denies and says that instead of þe- 
ing a public nuisance it constitutes a 
benefit to the citizens in affording rapid 
transportation, and that a rate of speed 
up to twenty miles an hour is not dan- 
gerous and no injury can result unless 
by the carelessness and negligence of 
the persons suffering the injury. Fur- 


ther, that when the cars are being oper- 


ated fast citizens exercise more care 
and consequently there is no more dan- 
ger than if the cars were run at eight 
miles an hour. Further, that the large 
cars running on Packard st. are pro- 
vided with air brakes and are more in 


control than other cars running at eight 


miles an hour. The answer then re- 
cites the fact that in Detroit, which has 


“a population twenty times the popula- 


tion of Ann Arbor, the cars are operated 
at 20 miles an hour and more frequently 
than in Ann Arbor and is not considered 
a public nuisance but a public benefit, 
and cars run in Ann Arbor at that rate 
are less dangerous than in Detroit. The 
railroad company also thinks that the 
great body of citizens do not wish the 
limit of its maximum speed put at eight 
miles an hour. 

The bill of complaint says that there 
is no remedy at law, and that unless 
the company is restrained by injunction 
the railroad company through its em- 
ployees will inflict serious and irrepar- 
abie injury or death upon scme of the 
citizens of Ann Arbor. The answer to 
the bill says that the city has an ade- 
quate remedy at law for whatever 
grievance it may have, and the coniin- 
gencies mentioned in the bill are wholly 
spectacular, remote and unlikely to oc- 
cur. 

Then the answer sums it all up py 
saying that the city has no right to an 
injunction for the reason that for ten 
years it has given its silent assent to 
running the cars at a greater speed 
than eight miles an ‘hour; that no injury 
to citizens is likely to occur unless 
through their own negligence; that no 
injuries have yet occurred through run- 
ning the cars faster than the ordinance 
prescribes, and are consequently not 
likely to occur; that rapid transit is a 
benefit and a thing to be desired by the 
citizens of Ann Arbor, because in forc- 
ing the company to make slower time 
it will give poorer service and thus di- 
minish its business and will cause great- 
er injury to the railroad company than 
benefits to the city; because there is no 
adequate remedy by common law and 
statutes; because the city is estopped by 
its conduct and non-action.

SONG CANARIES OF GERMANY. 


Their Home Is in an Entirely Isolated 
Chain of Mountains. 

The home of these birds, the Harz, 
an entirely isolated chain of moun- 
tains rising out of the plain between 
the rivers Leine and Saale, is the 
most northern elevation of importance 
in Germany and lies partly in Prus- 
Sia, partly in Anhalt and Brunswick. 
The best song canaries are reared here 
at the present time, chiefly in Andreas- 
berg, a town also celebrated for its 
Silver mines. In every house and cot- 
tage of the place you see canaries, 
and on a fine summer’s day, when 
walking by, their song greets you 
from every open door and window. 
Whereas with the other races of ca- 
naries color, markings, shape and size 
are important points, with this breed 


i there is but one—their song. The birds 


are usually of middle size and strongly 
built; the head is larger, the legs 
shorter and the neck not so long as in 
the common canary; the legs slant 
backward a little and the bird does 
not stand as upright as the others. The 
breast ought to be broad and strong, 
the eyes large and lively; the feathers 
must lie smooth and the bird ought 
to execute all its movements with a 
sort of coquetry. The colors vary 
from straw to golden yellow, some 
with green markings, but deeper 
shades of yellow are not to be found 
among them. If we say that these 
birds have to take the second place 
in outward beauty of form and color, 
we certainly must give them the first 
of all in point of song. Their entire 
value lies in this. With the utmost 
care and science their voice has been 
cultivated for years, and splendid re- 
sults have been obtained. The song of

GAN WE DO AS. WELL? 


How the Fourth of July Was Cele- 
brated In 1874, 

In a long forgotten scrap book a 
newspaper clipping was recently found 
which gave a full account of the fam- 
ous semi-centennial Fourth of July cele- 
bration held in Ypsilanti in 1874. 
The article starts out with a. few 
words on the initial celebration which 
was held in ’24. It says: “Fifty years 
ago Major Woodruff declared he would 
do what would never be done again— 
celebrate the Fourth of July witn every 
man, woman and child in Washtenaw 
county present, and he did so. Twenty- 
eight we believe was the total number 
of the inhabitants of the county which 


-embraced more territory than it does 


now.” | 

Of the celebration held in ’74 the clip- 
ping reads in part: “At a pubiic meet- 
ing held in Hewitt Hall it was resolved 
without debate, ‘‘That the citizens of 
Ypsilanti celebrate the coming seimi- 
centennial anniversary o the first 
Fourth of J uly celebration in the county 
of Washtenaw, at. Woodruff’s Grove, 
within the present limits if this city.” 
For that purpose S. M. Cutcheon was 


appointed chairman of the day, Frank 


Joslyn secretary; and F. P. Bogardus 
treasurer, with the power to appoint a 
general executive committee of six to 
act with themselves in making arrange- 


ments and carrying out the purpose of}. 


the resolutions. 

The officers ramed, as such commit- 
tee, C. King, F. R. Rexford, Watson 
Snyder, C. Woodruff, W. H. Hawkins, 
and E. F. Uhl.” 

To secure the large amount of funds 
necessary the committee, exercising 
their judgment of the ability and will- 
ingness of various citizens, levied an 
informal assessment, which was almost 
invariably responded to, while others, 
who had been overlooked, took a part 
of the expense, so that the first estimate 
was considerably exceeded. . The. com- 
mittee was agreeably surprised to find 
the money to defray expenses conung 
much easier than they. expected.” 

In regard to the events of the day it- 
self it goes on to say: ‘“‘Thus formcd 
the procession moved on Cross st. to 
Huron, ard on Huron to Congress, and 
scarcely may be said to have straight- 
ened itself into the Fair Grounds, for 
the head of the column reached the gate 
by the time the rear fairly left Cross 
st.” 


“At the Fair Grounds the proceedings 
were opened by prayer, by the Rev. J. 
D. Pierce, a pioneer of the Territory, 
and first superintendent of Public In- 
struction of the state. Music followed, 
conducted by Prof. Pease, after which 
standing behind the veritable table on 
which the Fourth of July dinner was 
served in ‘Woodruff’s Grove’ fifty years 
ago, probably near that very nour, Mr. 
L. D. Norris read his historical ad- 
dress. Near him sat the first male white 
child born in the county, a man a few 
weeks over fifty years of age, and what 
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away, the street for half that distance 


between the places was densely packed 
With people passing, while the city was 


Still crowded with persons who were: 


merely spectators, or seeking their own 
diversions. Then again, many left, 
whose places were supplied by. others 
in the evening. So that, taking all in 
all, we do not think that our estate,

but that when the ball stopped at least

GAN WE DO AS WELL? 


How the Fourth of July Was = 


brated In 1874, 

In a long forgotten scrap book a 
newspaper clipping was recently found | 
which gave a full account of the fam- | 
ous semi-centennial Fourth of July celie- 
bration held in Ypsilanti in 1874. 

The article starts out with a a 
words on the initial celebration which | 
was held in ’24, It says: “Fifty years | 
ago Major Woodruff declared he would | 
do what would never be done again— 
celebrate the Fourth of July with every 
man, woman and child in Washtenaw 
county present, and he did so. Twenty- | 
eight we believe was the total number | 
of the inhabitants of the county which ' 


-embraced more territory than it does 


now.” 3 

Of the celebration held in ’74 the clip- 
ping reads in part: ‘‘At a pubiic meet- 
ing held in Hewitt Hall it was resolved 
without debate, ‘‘That the citizens of 
Ypsilanti celebrate the coming seimi- 
centennial anniversary o the first 
Fourth of July celebration in the county 
of Washtenaw, at Woodruff’s Grove, 
within the present limits if this city.” 
For that purpose S. M. Cutcheon was 


' appointed chairman of the day, Frank 


Joslyn secretary; and F. P. Bogardus 
treasurer, with the power to appoint a 
general. executive committee of six to 
act with themselves in making arrange- 


ments and carrying out the purpose of}. 


the resolutions. 

The officers ramed, as such commit- 
tee, C. King, F. R. Rexford, Watson 
Snyder, C. Woodruff, W. H. Hawkins, 
and E. F. Uhl.” 

To secure the large amount of funds 
necessary the committee, exercising 
their judgment of the ability and will- 
ingness of various citizens, levied an 
informal assessment, which was aimosi 
invariably responded to, while others, 
who had been overlooked, took a part 
of the expense, so that the first estimate 
was considerably exceeded. The- com- 
mittee was agreeably surprised tọ find 
the money to defray expenses commung 
much easier than they. expected.” 

In regard to the events of the day it- 
self it goes on to say: “Thus formed 
the procession moved on Cross st. to 
Huron, ard on Huron to Congress, and 
scarcely may be said to have straight- 
ened itself into the Fair Grounds, for 
the head of the column reached the gate 
by the time the rear fairly left Cross 
st.” 


“At the Fair Grounds the proceedings 
were opened by prayer, by the Rev. J. 
D. Pierce, a pioneer of the Territory, 
and first superintendent of Publie In- 
struction of the state. Music followed, 
conducted by Prof. Pease, after which 
standing behind the veritable table on 
which the Fourth of July dinner was 
served in ‘Woodruff’s Grove’ fifty years 
ago, probably near that very nour, Mr. 
L. D. Norris read his historical ad- 
dress. Near him sat the first male white 
child þorn in the county, a man a few 
weeks over fifty years of age, and what 


is still more striking, his mother, yet i 


living at the age of eighty-three—irs. 
Bryan, Mr. Alpha Washtenaw Bryan 
her son. As their names were men- 
tioned they. were presented to tne 
crowd, and received with tumultuous 
cheers, 


The address of Mr. Norris was fol- 
lowed by that of Mr. Colfax, and the 
concluding music. 


After the close of the exercises at 
the stand, the countless thousands be- 
took themselves treating, and examin- 
ing the various attractions of the place. 
The military quartered in the grove ou 
the ground, the Scottish game, the giant 
pair on exhibition, and the innumerable 
booths and hucksters stalls, were sought 
out until the bustle of preparation for 
the grand military review began to be 
noticed.” 


“All estimates of the number assem- 
bled are mere guesswork. Some who 
were at Lansing at the laying of the 
corner stone, think the crowd there 
was larger. Others think the number 
there was fewer than here. Some of 
the spectators who had the curiosity to 
gain an emminence commanding a full 
view of the grounds, immediately after 


the procession had arrived, estimated] 


that at least seven acres of ground were 
covered as densely as people could 
stand. At that same time a large num-
